In a Notice to Comply mailed January 8, 2007 in connection with the above-identified 
application, the Examiner alleges that the specification fails to comply with the requirements 
for patent applications containing amino acid and nucleotide sequence disclosures because 
the tripeptide RGD on pages 8, 13, 19, 21 and 37 of the specification and the sequence 
dextrophenylalanine proline arginine chloromethylketone on page 40 of the specification 
were not assigned with SEQ ID Nos. 

In response, Applicants submits that the sequence listing requirements under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.821 do not apply to the tripeptide RGD and the sequence dextrophenylalanine 
proline arginine chloromethylketone disclosed in the present specification. Specifically, 37 
C.F.R. § 1.821(a) states that "[s]equences with fewer than four specifically defined 
nucleotides or amino acids are specifically excluded from this section." (emphasis added). 
Applicants respectfully submit that both the tripeptide RGD and the sequence 
dextrophenylalanine proline arginine chloromethylketone disclosed in the present 
specification are with fewer than four specifically defined amino acids, and thus, a sequence 
listing need not be submitted in this application for these sequences.
